A review of the files of the New Orleans Office 
shows that regular contact was maintained with established 
sources in the New Orleans area regarding anti-FIDEL CASTRO 
activities and Cuban matters during the years 1960, 1961 
and 1962, and no information was obtained from any of these 
sources regarding a camp whfere guerrilla training was given 
to Cuban exiles in the Lake Pontchartrain area.
